COUNT BISMABK'S CIRCULAB ON TUB 
CON- 


SOLIDATION OP THE NATION— THE KDI- 
FICE CKOVTNKD— KO NOKT1T, NO SOUTH. 
A mail telegram from Berlin, dated on 


the 2Sth of December, reports as follow* : 
The follqwing is the full text of the circu- 
lar note addressed by Count Bismarck to 
the Ambassador of the North German Con- 
federation, Biron Schweinite, at Vienna : 


VKRS.ULLEB, Deo. 14, 1870. 


Yquu EXCELLENCY— The well-known 


treaties concluded by the North German 
Confederation with the South German 
Stales, which have been signed hero at 
Versailles jointly with Bavaria, Baden and 
Hesse, and at Berlin with Wnitemburg, 
hare, through the recent negotiations at 
Berlin, wherein all these States gave ex- 
pression to their mutual adhesion, been so 
far brought to an issue that they may now 
be submitted to the South German Cham- 
bers. Not only regard for the Treaty of 
Prague, by which Prussia and Austria- 
Huugary camo to an understanding as to 
tbeir mutual views of the then expected 
rearrangement of German affaire, but also 
the desire to cultivate rotations with this 
powerful and friendly neighboring State 
which would be in accordance with the 
past, and with the sentiments and require- 
ment* of both nations induce me to ex- 
plain to the imperial Austro-Hungarian 
Government the standpoint which the 
Government of His Majesty the King is 
now occupying in connection with the re- 
organization of Germany. In the treaty 
concluded on the 28th, of August, 1866, 
expression is given to the anticipation 
that the German Government south of the 
Marno would unite in a confederacy 
which, apart from its own independent po- 
sition, would also enter into closer nation- 
al bonds with the North German Confed- 
eration. The realization of this anticipa- 
tion was left to these governments, as nei- 
ther of the contracting parties could be 
justified or bound by the treaty to pre- 
scribe. to the Sovereign South German 
States the nature of their future relations 
to each other. The South German States 
have, on tnrir p»i t, omitted to realize the 
aspirations shadowed forth in the Treaty 
of Prague. They have endeavored to pro- 
pitiate tbo prospective national closer re- 
lations with North Germany by the Zoll- 
verein and other mutual covenants. 


That these institutions should result in 


the present treaties and in the constitution

sheer force of national sentiment, evoked 
by nn unexpected French attack, lay be- 
yond tbo scope- of human calculation. It 
could not bo expected that North Ger- 
man; should stunt or discountenance this

wag not brought 


about by us, but whose roots lay in the 
history and spirit of the German pepple. 
Nor does tho imperial Roverameut of Aus- 
tria, as we well know from the report* of 
your Excellency, expect or demand that 
the stipulations of the Treaty of Prague 
should iot.rd the development of the Ger- 
mna neighboring State*. 
Tho imperial 


government will look forward to the new 
elate of things in Germany with full confi- 
dence that all members of the new German 
Buud, nnd especially tho King, iny august 
ma;ter, ara animated by the desire to 
maintain and to foster euch friendly re- 
lations between Germany and the neigh- 
boring Austro-Hiingarian States as are 
necessary for-their common interest and 
their mutual, epiritaal and material in- 
tercourse. The confederate governments, 
on their part, are confident tbat this do- 
r-ire ia shared by tho Austro-Hunnarian 
monarchy. The impending realization of 
the national aspirations and requirements 
of the German people will give to tho fur- 
ther development of Germany a persisten- 
cy and & security -which, may be greeted 
by ail Europe, and especially by tho coun- 
tries adjacent to Germany, not only with- 
out anxiety, but with satisfaction. 
The 


unfettered development of material inter- 
ests, connecting tbe countries and people: 
by BO manifold ties, cannot but react bene- 
ficially on our political "relations. 
"We. 


may confidently hope that Germany and 
AuBtro-Gerroany may look upon each oth- 
er with henti.-nents of mutual good will, 
and go hnnd in hand to promote tbe well 
being and the prosperity of both countries. 
As soon ea the fundamental treaties of the 
new federation will have been ratified by 
all parties concerned, I shall enable your 
Excellency to notify the same officially to 
Che Imperial Chancellor.

Jimcf Greenwood, a young English- 


man, twenty years of age, was publicly 
flogged for having attempted to commit 
an indecent assault upon a little girl. He 
elected to be tried by a jury, and a verdict 
of guilty wan very properly returned 
against him. The presiding judge sen- 
tenced him to imprisonment in the com- 
mon jail for a term of fifteen days, and in 
•addition to receive twelve lushes en tbe 
naked body, under the provitious of the 
new act for ouch offenses. 
The spectator* 


having been formed in a semi-circle in the 
corridor the prisoner was ordered by the 
bhoriff to undress and prepare for punish- 
ment. As soon as the order was given 


bound by leather (traps. In order ID pro 
tect'the neck from injury a leather collar 
was placed around it by the sheriff. The 
•onvict was alto allowed the privilege of ' 
retaining a leaden button in his mouth, 
the better to keep him from biting bis 
tongue while being castigated—this being 
the usual custom in the army. The oat- 
o'nine tails was produced, but did not ap- 
pear so formidable as those used ia the 
army. The thongs consiatedof stout whip- 
cord, about two feet in length, but instead 
of being knotted on the enda they were 
merely bonnd with twine. Tho handle 
wai about the same length as tho "cat" 
proper. 


I.A.YIKO OS IHE LASH. 


The victim being securely pinioned, the 


sheriff handed tho "cat." to the man se- 
lected to perform the unpleasant duty of 
plying the lash, and ordered him to pro- 
ceed, the sheriff counting the strokes—one, 
two, three, &c.—until tho twentieth was 
inflicted. 
As 
tho third was heard 


upon tbe shoulders of tho prisoner, 
be ground his teeth, and appeared deter- 
mined not to wince; but as the lashes 
were repeated tho pain was so acute that 
he commenced to flinch, and when he fe- 
oieved the tenth cut, he writhed excitedly 
and groaned heavily. The poor wretch's 
flesh began to exhibit great red welts, but 
no blood had been drawn. 
The Sheriff 


thereupon ordered the castigator to lay 
tbe lash on harder,-and this was done ac- 
cordingly until tho wholo number of 
strokes were delivered; but still no blood 
was drawn, the absence of the knots on 
the etid of the thongs being in the pris- 
oner's favor. With tho exception of the 
groans he gave when ho received the 
tenth lash, be made no noise, but he evi- 
dently felt tbo punishment very keenly. 
His back, however, presented a sickening 
appearance, and many who witnessed tho 
castigatioa felt anything but a pleasant 
sensation creeping over them. 


AFTER THE FLOGGING. 


The prisoner was then quickly libera- 


ted. When his left hand was free he tore 
savagely at the strap by which hU richt 
hand was bonnd, and unbuckled it. The 
ropes were then taken from his legs, and 
be stepped firmly down, and walking rap- 
idly to bin clothes, commenced drs--sing. 
Instead of evincing any feeling of shamo 
at the disgrace which bad overtaken him 
m tae ptesence of so mauy spectator?, he 
glanced towards his horror-btrickcn fel- 
low-prisoners and smiled. It was a pun- 
fully, sickly looking' fSSle, however, that 
passed over his features. Having fully 
re-dressed himself, he was taken back to 
bis cell without receiving any stimulants 
or medical treatment of any kind. 


California Scenes and Inci- 


dents. 


A correspondent of the Chicago Tribune 


writes from San Francisco : List evening, 
as I passed tbe door of a restaurant, next 
to the office of tbe Western Union Tele- 
graph, on California street, I heard a shot, 
and, looking in, saw a waiter rush up to a 
youug man who sat at the table, collar 
him, and take a pistol from him. Tbe 
young man was well dressed and intelli- 
gent looking. A torrent of blood waa run- 
ning from MB mouth and nose. Thestory 
waa soon told. He was a stranger ill the 
place. He had called for a §2 supper and 
ate it, drinking a $2.50 bottle of wine with 
it, then placed a small single-barrelled pis- 
tol in kit, month, pointed upward, and 
pulled the trigger. The shot was ineffec- 
tive. The bullet passed through bis palate, 
struck tho base ot bis skull, glanced down- 
ward, and lodged somewhere in tbo neck, 
without inflicting a mortal, or, for the mat- 
ter of that, very dangerous wound.

fractory counties of the State, mid why 
out-laws in these counties havo not been 
brought to punishment. 
Tbe Governor 


says: While I deeply deplore tho distur- 
bances to which your resolution refers, I 
can securely venture, as executive of the 
State, to pronounce any counties riotoua- 
and refractory upon reported cases of in 
dividual outrage, nnd while no informa- 
tion has has been received jn this office, in- 
dicating anything like company organiza- 
tion to defy aria4ef«a'thalaw^Ioannot8tty 
with truth upon any information, in my 
possession, that in any section of the 
State the law is not executed, but l.hat 
there was no portion of the Stato in which 
violence and disorder was BO general aa to 
disarm tho power of Civil Courts. I must 
say frnnk'ly that 1 have no such military 
force as would be competent to suppress 
them, and I have no moans to protect and 
maintain such a force in tlio field. It is 
my opinion that the civil law of the State 
ought to be sufficient, and it is my deter- 
mination that it shall bo sufficient to pro- 
tect the persona and property of every and 
any citizen of tho State, however humble, 
friendless or obnoxious.

Crumbull said ho introduced tho bill by 
request, without giving his own endorse- 
ment. 


ICellogg called up tho joint resolution 


for the disposal of public lauds in 1'lorida, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Mississippi nnd Ar- 
cansas. Ho said Uis only purpose of the 
bill was to place public lauds in tho States 
named ou an equal footing with other 
States. Tbo bill was laid over for amend- 
ments. 


Thu Vice President laid before tha Sen- 


ate a communication from tho Secretary 
of War, transmitting a mass of papers ro- 
uting to tho alleged traffic of Senator 
Sprague with the rebels in Texas during 
iho war, being tho papers referred to in 
tho report of Judge Advocate General 
Holt upon tha case, and on which the 
same wai based. Referred to a special 
committee for investigation. 


Tho Senate resumed consideration of 


Sherman's bill ceding to the Stato of Ohio 
u.-isdiction over the ground occupied by 
the Dayton Soldier's Asylum. 


Tho effect oi Shermau's bill determining 


;be question oi jurisdiction over the HSJ-- 
,um us between the State of Ohio and the 
Government was discussed nt length, and 
at three o'clock passed by twenty-five ayes 
to twelve nays. 


The bill to refund to States moneys ad- 


vanced to the Government during the re- 
bellion was then taken up. 


The Vice President stated the question

A, B. lUCIDrOND'S BEjnNISCSSCES OP THIS 


KEltABKABLE CBI1UNAL. 


From tho Moadville Eepablican, Jan. 1C. 


We are enabled through the kindness of 


A. B. Richmond, Esq, of this city, to lay 
before our readers a few facts concerning 
tho antecedents of tbo celebrated burglar 
and murderer, Edward H. Ruloff, who has 
just been tried, convicted and sentenced 
to bo hung on tho 3d, of March next, for 
murder, tit Binghamton, Now York. 


Hearing from Mr. Richmond, casually, 


that be was' acquainted with Ruloff, some 
years ago, we called upon him and took 
down the following narrative verbatim 
concerning one of the most remarkable 
criminals in the world : 
It was in tho winter time, about twelve 


years ago, that I was sitting in my office, 
when a man came in, dressed iu cheap, 
plain garments, looting like a farmer, 
and a?ked if this was Mr. Richmond. I 
replied that it 
wa?, when he said 


that he had heard that I bad in- 
vented a patent machine, and wished 
to know if I would bo willing to get an 
agent tc sell it for mo. Ho said his name 
was James Nelson ; tlist, although a stran- 
ger to mo, yet he could give me undoubted 
references as to character, &c. There was 
something peculiar in this man's appear- 
anefc. He had a face the most peculiar I 
ever saw; a face once seen, never to be 
forgotten. I ttaw from tho tone of his 
voioe that ho was evidently a gentleman 
of culture and education. I took him into 
my laboratory to show him the machine. 
Ho seemed pleased with it, and wished mo 
to make him a proposition. As the ma- 
chine was tone that I had invented, more 
as a matter of pastime than for profit, 
witliout any intention or thought of pecu- 
niary recompense, I told him that I would 
give hioa th'o undivided half interest of tbe 
United States for five hundred dollars. Ho 
said ho would take it, that lie had a brother 
who was quite wealthy and would assist 
him, and ho wonld get the money when ho 
got tho model ready. I askud him if ho 
could construct a model f " Yes," said he, 
" I am a ftiio mechanic,;" and with the 
science of which he seemed thorough con- 
versant. 


We went into tho collection room, ond 


first onnio to a case containing marine 
shells. 
The shells hud been lying on 


cards, and tome vUitora, who had been 
examining thtm, Imd transposed some. 
Ho immediately stopped and tailed my 
attention to the fact, t.ayin<r, "Mr. Rich- 
mond, tbat certainly is not correct. That 
shell i-* surely not Spondyln-* Spinosua, 
but is tho Argcnanti Argo." I discovered 
tlie mUtftke, yerceiving how it had oc 
curred 
Of course I was very much as- 


tonished to find that he should know any- 
thing about them, but I found, upon fur- 
ther ccn,vor«-%tion, that he was perfectly 
familiar with 
tho 
science of 
Coa- 


chology, and 
aloe 
equally well aa- 


quamted with the pcience of Mineralogy 
ity aatonibhioent increased, when, a little 
farther along, bo picked up a skull of an 
Indian that had been fouud on a western 
battle-field, and remarked, "Ah I that man 
received a terrible blow upou tbo rigb.1 
parietal bone. See, it has fractured the 
sygomatic process;" and remarked further 
'•ho must huvo been a man of considerable 
age, 
as tlie nmb'JouM suture is almost ob- 


literated." 
Upon further conversation 


with him I found that he was a fine anato- 
mist, a science to which I had paid some 
attention. 
Wa passed then to the ca=e o 


insects, and I found that lie was likewise 
acquainted with the science of Entomolo- 
gy, naming the insects ui my collection as 
readily as I could. 


By tlm time my surprise was unbound- 


ed, fts I bad had many lenrneil men visit 
my collection, but never found one that 
seemei to understand «o well all the 
sciences connected with tlie objects in my 
museum. Ho pnssod around tho collec- 
tion and repeated a quotation in Latin, 
with which, by mere chance, I happened 
to bo familiar, Hud I continued tbo conver- 
sation as though he had fpokcn to mo in 
English. Then be repeated a =enteuco in 
Greek. I discovered that he was evident- 
ly trying tu exhibit hii best phased intel- 
lectually, and remarked to him that it 
wfls something umi°.unl to find u visitor so 
well acquainted with the kcionecs and lan- 
guages. He then took from hi-* pocket a 
certificate from the lute Rev. Dr. Barker, 
President ot Allegheny College 
The cer- 


tificate >uted ll at be had examined Mr. 
James Nelson in Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
French and German and that ho took plea- 
sure iu stating "that):o found him ono of 
the best liuj.'uist it was over his pleasure 
to meet!I 
Ncl.son said that lie had ob- 


tained tho certificate, as ho desired to ob- 
tain the situation of principil in some 
school or academy. We then passed iuto 
the laboratory, where we found on a sholf 
bomo apparatus that I bad u-icd in the 
stomach of Daniel Brewer, who had been 
poisoned by arsenic. I found him perfect- 
ly familiar with nil tlio teats for detecting 


ihurohes, and I annoyed him still more by 
nforming him that there was pretty strong 
ividence against us that we had commit- 
,ed the burglary. Mr. Stewart recollected 
.hat Nolson had had his photograph taken 


the place, and immediately had one 


irinted from tho negative and sent it 
lown to Warren county, whence we short- 
y after received information that James 
Nelson was the celebrated Edward H. Bu- 
off, who, it was suspected, had murdered 
lis wife and child in Ithioa, N. Y. Ruloff 
was arrested in the northern part of Ohio 


id taken to Warren county, Pa. 
Tho authorities of the State of New 


York, hearing of it, took steps to secure 
lim. Ifc seems, from the best information 
[ could get, that some thirteen or fouN 
;een 
years before the time when we speak 


of, ho had married a vary respectable 
voung'&dy in the town of Ithaca, N. T. 
He was, tfl that time, principal of a select 
school or academy. They had one ohild, 
and, to all appearance had lived happily 
:ogetber. Ono morning it wssidisoovered 
:hat his wife and child had mysteriously 
disappeared. Ruloff could not or would 
not give any account of them. 
I learned 


that when tho police broke open his house 
to search, it, the clothes of the wife 
wero found lying by the side of the bed, 
as if she l&d just laid them off. Nothing 
bas been heard of tbe wifa and child 
since. Ruloff, I believe, was tried for the 
murder of bis wife, and acquitted for 
want of proof that the murder had been 
committed. He was then tried for the 
abduction of either the wife or child, and 
wai found guilty, and was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for ten or twelve years. 
At the expiration of his sentence he was 
arrested again for the murder 
of, his 


child, and was convicted. He managed 
his eases in Court himself, nnd exhibited 
a great deal of ability. The case was 
carried to the Supreme or Superior Court 
of tho State, on a writ of error, and argued 
and managed entirely by Ruloff himself, 
who contended that there twas not^ suffi- 
cient legal evidence that the murder had 
been committed. The Supreme Court re- 
versed tho judgment of the Court below, 
and Ruloff was liberated. While waiting 
in jail upon another obarga of murder, he 
managed to make his escape, and tbat ac- 
counts for his appearance in Mcadville, 
and his evident desire to escape observation 
by -working at night and lying concealed 
iu the bouse all day. 


I am informed that while in jiil,waiting 


his trial, tho little boy of the jailer became 
very much attached to him, Ruloff spend- 
ing his time in instructing the lad. I am 
also informed that this very lad was one 
of his IK complices in the robbery and mur- 
der at Binghatntou, for which murder ho 
now stands convicted.
